\ council approved 1971-72 operating budget for the Cify of 
Komuliis hasiu'en vetoed by Mayor Hvle J. Carmichael. 

The mover s veto, the first since his election in May, 1970, 
come within 72 hours of City Council's approval of the 
budget 

The council lias the power to override the mayor’s veto, but 
Mich action is unlikely, since the charter requires a two* 
thirds majority vote, in this case 5 members voting to 
n\ erride. m order to do so. Only four members were in favor 
i*t the budget when it passed Friday, a day before the 
deadline 

In vetoing it. Mayor Carmichael said, “The budget doesn t 
prov ide sufficient funds with which to continue the business 


nl the city for the fiscal 1971-72 year.” 

The mayor disclosed that numerous recommendations 
made to the council by him were completely ignored by the 
council members. 

( ouncilmen James C. Stewart, William M. Oakley and 
Fred Junior Block voted against the proposed budget. 

( ‘ouncilmen Kllis T. Pennington, Edmund Bizek, Brooker T. 
Eduards and Council President Jimmie Raspberry voted in 
tavor. 

Stewart, in opposing it. said that he felt that it was not a 
proper budget, that is was wasteful in certain areas and 
lacking funds in other areas. He reported that his two 
colleagues I ell t he same. 

The budget must now go back to the council for further 
'consideration. 


M last Friday’s session, a motion made by Oakley to have 
live city hire an Industrial Coordinator-Planner to meet 
requirements of the city charter failed. He was supported by 
Stewart. Voting against the motion were Raspberry, Pen¬ 
nington. Bizek and Edwards. Councilman Block supported 
the motion 

The city charter requires the council to set up a Depart¬ 
ment of Planning. The city has at present an industrial 
coordinator and Oakley’s motion would combine both under 
the present coordinator Charles W. Hazen. 

The proposed budget as approved by the council was a 
balanced budget in the amount of $2,261,849. It provided for 
,.n increase ol .8 tenths of a mill, or 80 cents per $1,000 
property valuation, state equalized. 


Based on an approximate 92 percent tax collections, this 
would bring additional revenue of $125,928, or a total of 
<748.252. during the new fiscal year. The city has a carry-over 
imm last year's operating budget of $110,000. 

I nder the council-approved budget, the current city tax 
lew ol 4.40 mills would be hiked to 5.20 mills per $1000 of 
property assessed valuation, state equalized. 

The current total city tax is 11.50 mills. This would be in- 
creased to 12.20 under the proposed budget, with 5.20 mills 
used for operating, 4.10 mills for sewer and 3 mills for water. 

Included in the 5.20 mill levy is .4 tenths of mill for 
Romulus’ share in the operation of the Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority (PCHA.)

A decision may be handed

The City Council of Romulus 
issued a May 20 deadline 
ultimatum to the sheriff’s 
department at its May 4 
council meeting. 

Members of cily council had 
voiced strong protests on 
waiting five months for some 
ac’inn on the five-year law’ 
enforcement contract. 

The proposed contract that 
has a initial first year cost of 
$348,000, is scheduled Id be 
considered this week by the 
Law Enforcement and Public 
..Safety Committee of the 
'•oid y.. ' com¬ 
missioners. ) 

The council’s ultimatum 
was that “if some action is not 
forthcoming by May 20 that 
the City of Romulus would 
begin to develop its own police 
department and not enter into 
a contract with Ihe county.” 

Following ‘he signing of the 
police service contract by the 
city and county sheriff five 
months ago, the Romulus 
Police Association, sole 
bargaining agent for the 
present Romulus Police 
Department, initiated suit in 
Wayne County Circuit Court 
seeking dismissal of the 
contract . 

It is expected that the 


county committee will make 
its recommendation to the full 
B"ard of Commissioners this 
week . 

Under t lie city-approved 
contract, present members of 
the police force of Romulus 
(10 in number) would be 
transferred to the sheriff 
department with all of their

Districts accepts study 
of vocation education 


The final report of the 
Occupational Education Advi¬ 
sory Committee Study hasbeen 
approved by the Wayne County 
Intermediate School District 
Board of Education. 

The committee has 
recommended the initial 
establishment of four Area 
Occupational Centers in 
Wayne County with space for 
approximately 10,500 students 
in vocational-technical 
programs. The centers would 
also be available for adult 
education and community 
college programs. 

TIh* final reports are now in 


the process of being reviewed 
by local boards of education. 
The sub-committee reports 
include: Master Plan, 

Manpower Needs, Public 
Information, Finance, and 
Curriculum and Occupational 
Guidance. 

The Romulus Board of 
Education has already 
accepted and adopted the final 
study on Occupational 
Education for Wayne County. 

The comprehensive study of 
occupational needs and 
programs was completed by a 
committee of 100 members 
composed of citizens and 
educators from Wayne 
County. Donald Leverenz, 


Occupational Education 
Consultant for the Wayne 
County Intermediate School 
Dislricl, is the Project 
Director of the study, assisted 
by Gerald Matthews of the 
Intermediate staff. An 
Executive Board directed and 
coordinated the study.

Mobile home law gets wide support

The House has overwhelmingly approved my bill 
to give occupants in Mobile Home Parks the same 
rights as tenants in rented housing. The vote was 89 
to 5. The bill is now under consideration in the 
Senate. 

II has been a busy time in the House, with the 
movement of a number of important pieces of 
legislation. These include approval of state- 
controlled olT-track betting and passage of a 
measure which grants 18. 19 and 20-Year-Olds the 
legal status of adults. 

I had lor some t ime sought passage of the “Bill of 
Rights" lor Mobile Home Park residents. Those 
who rent sites in such parks presently have 
restricted rights in their tenant-Landlord 
relationship. 

The bill would require that mobile home park 

owners keep their premises in reasonable repair 
and in compliance with health and safety laws. This 
would provide new statutory rights to owners of 
mobile homes who rent space in trailer parks. It 
gives them the same rights as persons who rent 
other types of residential premises. 

I had introduced a similar bill in the last session of 
iIn* Legislature. This time, however, it was reported 
out bv the House Public Health Committee w'ith the 


recommendation that it be passed. 

I was encouraged to introduce this legislation 
U'cause of numerous complaints I have received in 
the district. Those complaints, which I felt justified, 
were centered on the fact that the trailer coach act 
which went into effect in 1960 is a very broad, 
loosely drawn piece of legislation which does not 
lully meet the needs or protect the rights of our 
growing population of mobile home owners. 

The purpose of my bill was to modernize the old 
act and to solidify the rights of mobile home park 
dwellers. 

The off-track betting bill, also now in the hands of 
Ihe Senate, passed by a close 58-43 vote (56 votes are 
needed to pass a bill in the House) after it was 
defeated in any earlier test. 

The big selling point on the bill was that it would 
bring in millions of dollars of revenue to the State. 
This is a particularly attractive argument in these 
times when the state treasury is so low. 

The bill would establish an initial six state- 
controlled off-track betting agencies, with 
provisions to permit additional agencies later as 
lhe\ are sought by local communities. The Horse 
race bets could be taken both over the telephone and 



.•I the agency. The system would be run bv a 
computer 

riu* state would receive eight per cent of the 
U'lting lake, less costs of operation. Local units of 
government where the track is located w'ould get a 
lour per cent and the track where the race is run 
would receive three per cent. 

The so-called "Age of Majority" Bill passed 
easily by a 73 vote to 30 vote despite the fact that it 
would lower the drinking age to 18 years in 
Michigan. This was the controversial point of the 
bill. There were efforts to delete the drinking 
provision from the bill, but they were defeated. 

Basically, the bill is an omnibus revision of laws 
which define the legal distinctions between minors 
and adults. The present legal line is 21 years old. 
The bill covers a wide range of legal points, such as 
the ability to make contracts, acquire debts, make 
wills and serve on juries. 

The bill does not go into the voting age. However, 
voting rights would come automatically to 18.19 and 
20-year-olds in Michigan if 38 States ratify an 
amendment to Ihe U.S. (Constitution which would 
lower the voting age to 18 nationally in all elec¬ 
tions. (At least count, the amendment had been 
ratilii’d by 26 states.)

Michigan’s basic school 
financial problem is not so 
much how many dollars we 
are spending, but rather how 
we are distributing those 
dollars. 

The reliance upon the local 
property tax to supply over 
fifty percent of the monies 
spent on education has always 
resulted in unequal learning 
opportunities for youngsters 
based upon where their 
parents happen to live. 

Families with the least 
amount of income find 
themselves usually in 
communities with the 
smallest tax bases. These 
districts typically have higher 
tax rates than richer 
communities but less money 
to spend on each child 
attending school. 

So we have the situation 
where people with less income 
are paying high taxes but their 
children receive fewer 
educational opportunities than

Last year in Wayne County, 
for example , residents in 
Riverview paid a tax rate of 
18.9 mills, raising a total of 
$966 per student when 
combined with state aid. By 
contrast, Southgate residents 
living next door paid a tax rate 
of 28.9 mills but had only $705 
per student from state and 
local sources to educate their 
children. 

The concept of trying harder 
and getting less is one not in 
keeping with the American 
democratic ideals. 


Yet this system of school 
financing has continued to be 
used in Michigan. 

The Governor and many 
members of the State 
Legislature have tried to 
resolve this situation. Several 
plans have been suggested to 
correct the injustices which 
exist . No one plan can cure all 
the problems which exists and 
which can gain the support of 
the legislature. 

The members of the 
legislature need to know 
where each of us stand on this 
important question. Let them 
know that you will support a 
plan which will bring equality 
to Michigan youngsters. 

With your voice being 
heard, this will be the year 
which brings new opportunity 
to many students.

Faust wants change in 
racing administration 


Despite the extensive 
publicity given to dog racing 
and off-track betting, Senator 
William Faust, D-Westland, 
has expressed confidence in 
his recently proposed 
legislation that would 
guarantee winter race meets 
for both thoroughbred and 
harness racing. 

“Presently,” said Faust, 
“the state racing commissioner 
determines the racing dales. 
Under this procedure, there is 


no guarantee that Michigan 
will have winter racing at all - 
everything depends on the 
decision of one man.” 

The Faust bill would require 
that the racing commissioner 
issue winter race dates to any 
licensed track that applies. 
The bill defines winter race 
meets as these hold in 
December, January, 
February, March and April. 

“Racing in this slate is a big 


business,” he said. “Last year 
a total of $285 million dollars 
was wagered by track 
patrons. Of this amount, 
Michigan recieved $21.1 
million in racing revenue.” 

Faust pointed out that 
atlendence was up over past 
years too. He said that these 
statistics reflect the rapid 
growth of the horse racing 
sport and industry in the state. 

l believe that it is about 
trme,” he said, “that the 


legislature stepped in and 
established solid legislation 
for winter racing in Michigan. 
It is shoddy business practice 
to have multi-million dollar 
industries and major sources 
of slate revenuedependent on 
the year-to-year decisions of 
the racing commissioner.” 

Senator Faust contends that 
the stale loses a large share of 
racing revenue each year to 
Canada when the Detroit tracks 
are not open.

The Orchestra at Belleville 
High School was first started 
in 1954 with string instruction 
beginning in the elementary 
schools.

was his mistress and she has 
committed suicide. 

Gordone has directed his 
own work- he did not to do so 
in New York—and it is 
l|X)ssihle that his characters 
'were not honed to their full 
perfection, but there are 
images enough to haunt one 
for a long time:

Athletes can 
work together

Those skeptics who go around and preach the end of high 
school athletics would have had a rough day of it on 
SntunlaN at Belleville where nearly 800-yes. eight hundred -- 
high school athletes competed for the regional track 
championship 

When you have such a congregation of emotions fighting it 
out you expect, in most parts, trouble. 

There was none at Belleville. 

In fact, the only members of the assemblage that received 
stem condemnations were some of the coaches who took 
part in the meet And blasting the few manipulators was 
Harry Hidenfelter, the regional meet host whose official 
capacity as meet director kept him checking and rechecking 
Mime oi the coaches' manuevers. 

I like to win and I'm not against bending some rules to 
win." said Hidenfelter after the meet. “And though 85 per¬ 
cent of all of the coaches are honest people. 15 percent really 
are down-right crooked. 

“They manipulate their entries after the entries are 
dosed. I had to go and toss some of the kids out of races when 
their coaches knew darn right the boys were not eligible to 
compete '' 

Hidenfelter explained that each coach is given an entry 
blank in which he may designate whom he wishes io U9e in any 
given evqnt The coach also has a right of naming an alter¬ 
nate. These blanks are submitted to the director before the 
meet 

“Then, when it comes time for the race, some coaches will 
look over the field, see where his boy has a better chance of 
winning and attempt to shove his athlete in that event where 
the opposition is weaker,’’ said Hidenfelter. 

TIicm* manipulations cause tournament officials a lot of 
headaches, but, of course, it doesn’t have any effect upon law 
enforcement agencies. At Belleville, there were no in¬ 
cidences of violence, of hooliganism, or window smashing, or 
malicious destruction of property that usually accompany 
large high school athletic events. 

“We have not had such problems here this year or the five 
5cars we ha 'e hosted the regionals,” said Hidenfelter. “And. 
ol course, we are happy about it 
“People say that such congregation usually brews 
trouble, but we haven’t seen anything like that and you 
must remember we have something like 39 high schools 
represented in this regional 

“It goes to show that when kids want to behave, they can 
and nothing is going to stand in their way. We had 800 par¬ 
ticipants alone, plus fans, so it wasn’t just a small thing 4 ” said 
Hidenfelter. 

'•Has hosting the regionals been a catalyst for the sport in the 
city 7 

“I think so.” said Hidenfelter. “Our kids in the area are 
swing some real fine athletes and this doesn't hurt to 
generate interest in the sport and having good crowds on 
hand always helps to encourage these youngsters. 

\ tot ol talent must have rubbed off on Belleville athletes - 
lhc\ ve won the regional for the past two years and probably 
have the lx\st all-around athlete in the state this year in 
senior Garrade Pettus. 

Pettus. a football and basketball star, leaped 6 feet, 8 in¬ 
ches to a set a regional, track record in the high iump, and 
then won gold medals in the high and low hurdles and 
capped the sensational afternoon off with a second place 
IHM lormance in the broad jump. 

And Belleville Coach Ken Head surely deserves a lot of the 
plaudits for an outstanding job in getting these kids ready for 
the meet In the past two years as head coach he has brought 
i\\n regional titles and a Suburban Six Conference title to the 
high school

Children are individuals 
despite order of birth 


Most parents 
understandably — go oyer 
board with their first child 
says Jeanne Brown, 
child development specialist 
for Michigan Stale 
University’s Cooperative 
Extension Service. The first¬ 
time parent is generally more 
indulgent, more anxious and 
mnre protective than with 
later children. 

Mrs. Brown points out that 
parents may communicate 
lanxiely to the first-born due to 
their lack of experience. 
Restrictions and punishment 
seem harsher for the eldest. 
Fathers, in particular, are 
more authoritative with them. 
Perhaps in the hope of 
perpetuating his talents or 
satisfying his frustrations, the 
father focuses more of his 
attention on the first son. 

Mothers are more sure of 
their competence when later 
children are born, and are 


generally most closely 
involved with the youngest. 

Though most parents deny 
nr don’t realize it, they may 
play favorites. Mrs. Brown 
offers some suggestions for 
treating all children as 
individuals and minimizing 
the effects of favoritism: 


— Prepare the first child for 
the birth of a second one. Try 
not to become totally 
preoccupied with the 
newcomer. Point out the 
advantages that your oldest 
has over his little brother or 
sister. For instance, the older 
child is stronger and can 
protect the baby. Let him hold 
the baby and help care for it. 
When visitors come, include 
him in the group. Be prepared 
to give the first child extra 
attention, particularly if he is 
five years or younger. 


— Don’t overburden the 
oldest child with chores and 
responsibilities. If he’s bossy 
with his brothers, set firm 
limits. Encourage the older 
child to join clubs where he 
can express himself. 

— Avoid babying the 
youngest child. Dress him 
appropriately for his age. 
Make clear that he can’t get 
away with misbehavior. Take 
him into the family circle 
gradually and with no 
privileges beyond those 
appropriate for his age level. 

— Draw out the positive 
potentials of the middle child. 
If big brother excels in the 
school band, point out that the 
middle child is an ace short 
stop. 

— Above all, remember that 
each child is an individual. 
Within the network of family 
relations, every child should 
be given a chance to work out 
his own identity.
